Up until the present time this sea 


son, the district of Covina, Chartei 
Oak and contiguous territory has ship 
ped 40,000 boxes of lemons. This is a 
small output, as the Covina territory 
is devoted almost entirely to the grow 
ing of oranges. The San Dimas dis 
trict on the east a few miles is prac- 
tically devoted to the growth of lem- 
ons. All growers of lemons in Covina 
ship the fruit through the San Dimas 
Lemon Association, carting the fruit 
over the road, as there never has been 
enough 
bulk to establish 
a lemon 


house in Covina. 
The 
San 
Dimas 


house is the largest lemon packing 
establishment in the world. 


Covina, however, has been vitally 


interested in the fight which has been 
waged in the House of Representa- 
tives during the last ten days, a fight 
precipitated by the placing of lemons 
n the Farmers' Free List bill. This 
iction was done without discussion, 
and was sprung as a complete 
surprise 


on the California representatives and 
•senators. 
Congressman 
W. D. Ste,- 


phens, who represents the Seventh 
California district, which includes Co- 
vina, was on his feet directly after the 
question • ofel^mons had 6een broaoJaed; 
but he was unable to prevent the bill 
'going through. The, significance of 
this action is that the two legislative 
bodies are preparing to deal with lem- 
ons summarily, probably at the next 
session. 
At the session of congress 


and senate on Thursday, Chairman 
Underwood and Senator La Follette 
practically came to the conclusion that, 
the lemon amendment to the free list 
bill will be dropped for this session. 


This means that there will be no 


immediate action which will affect the 
present lemon tariff. It is freely pre- 


with Representatives Underwood, Har- 
rison and Randall are on record for 
free lemons. 


Closely interwoven with the fight 


for and against lemons has been the 
Democratic wool bill. 
Representative 


Underwood has used the lemon amend- 
ment as a club to force Senator La 
Follette to come as near as possible 
to the Democratic schedule of a 20 per 
cent duty on raw wool and has practi- 
cally succeeded in his object. Senator 
La Follette's wool bill proposed a 35 
per cent duty and an effort is being 
made to reach a compromise figure of 
about 28 per cent. Senator La Follet- 
te is willing to accept this figure if he 
can get the votes in the senate to sup- 
port it and Representative Underwood 
was .instructed 
by the 
Democratic 


members of the ways and means com- 
mittee today to accept 28 per cent or 
to drive the best bargain possible. 
As an inducement for Senator La Fol- 
lette to meet him on the wool bill Rep- 
resentative Underwood consented to 
drop the lemon amendment from the 
free list, thus accomplishing the ob- 
ject which he probably had in view 
when the House unexpectedly tacked 
the lemon amendment to the free list 
bill.

was not finally reached until late to- 
day. Neither Senator La Follette or

•:uss the matter except to state that

If a disposition is 
shown in the conference tomorrow to 
revive the lemon question, the vote of 
the conference members should be G 
to 4 against the amendment.

On account of the number of 
telegrams I do not ask that they be 
printed in the Record, but will request 
that the list of signers which I send 
to the clerk's desk follow my state- 
ment."

LOADED SILKS. 


The Way the Fabric Is Adulterated to 


Increase Ita Weight. 


If properly handled silk is the strong- 


est and most durable of all textile ma- 
terials, but the various processes of 
manufacture that remove much of the 
natural gum cause it to lose so large 
an amount of its weight that unscrup- 
ulous dyers and manufacturers resort 
to "loading," dipping the thrown silk 
into a solution of bichloride of tin. 
Some are not content with restoring 
the original weight of the raw silk, but 
"load" it until its weight is multiplied 
three or four fold. 
This operation 


makes the skeins more valuable, but 
it destroys the durability of the fila- 
ments. 


Stretching the threads to their elas- 


tic limit, so that a given weight will 
weave a greater number of yards, and 
steaming to give the material an un- 
natural luster are other processes that 
prove profitable to manufacturers, but 
costly to the consumers and that cause 
many people to regard silk as an un- 
certain and treacherous fabric, with an 
inexplicable tendency to split, crack 
and fall into holes, even though pack- 
ed away in drawers or hanging up. 


The use of cheap, inferior and de- 


structive dyes is another^ practice 
equally injurious and perhaps 
sUll 


more common.—London Family Her- 
ald.

In California, and They Met and 


Celebrated. 


It always brings a thrill each time 


tne battles of the 
old civil war 


struggle are recounted, and it was no 
exception to this rule Thursday, when 
the only six members of the First 
Iowa regiment now living 'In Califor- 
nia gathered for a reunion on Thurs- 
day. J. M. Tibbetts, a member of the 
Los Angeles grand jury is one of the 
fast-disappearing veterans, and he ex- 
tended the courtesy of the afternoon 
to his fellow-members on the grand 
jury. 
J. L. Matthews of the Argus, 


who is secretary of the grand jury, 
and Foreman Charles Wier were pres- 
ent. 
The Los Angeles 
Examiner 


wrote a very clever story of the af- 
fair, as follows: 


Memories of the battle of Wilson 


Creek, fought fifty years ago yester- 
day, were revived by six veterans of 
that engagement, all of the First Iowa 
Volunteer Infantry, who gathered at 
the home of G. W. 
Aylsworth, 224 


North Hancock street. 


These six veterans, and two others, 


who were not present at the fete, rep- 
resent the only living residents of 
California who survived the bloody 
struggle, lasting five hours, where 
General 
Nathaniel 
Lyon 
met 
his 


death. 


Besides Aylsworth, J. M. Tibbets, a 


member of the Los Angeles County 
grand jury; George Cramer, of 125 
North 
Painter 
avenue, 
Whittier; 


Frank Hobart and John P. Cook, both 
of Ventura, and W. L. Murphy, of Long 
Beach, composed the representation 
of the historic Iowa regiment. 


Subsequent 
engagements 
made 


hardened veterans of the six, but 
their first real battle was fought at 
Wilson Creek. "This is a branch cele- 
bration of the big one held in Iowa 
today," said Mr. Aylsworth as he pro- 
posed a toast to Iowa at the noon din- 
ner served the veterans. 


"Iowa is celebrating today the vic- 


tory of the fight, boys, and we have to 
help out in a small way. We cannot 
be overlooked, so let's drink to Iowa." 


Mr. Aylsworth's address was greet- 


ed with cheers from the veterans, 
whose combined ages totalled 461 
years. 


American flags, many relics of the 


Civil war, drawings of 
battlefield 


stands of muskets and pictures of 
war scenes were used as decorations 
in the large arbor at the rear of the 
Aylsworth home. Tables were spread 
under th,e arbor and the comrades of 
the war were "placed at the head of 
the table. 
Their wives, members of 


their family and friends occupied two 
other tables. 


Following the dinner, a reception 


was held, a constant stream of visit- 
ors and D. A. R. comrades calling to 
pay their respects to the heroes of 
Wilson Creek. 


With the exception of two members 


of the regiment, who live in San Di- 
ego, all of the California delegation 
was present. 
These men were com- 


rades through the entire war, all, ex- 
cepting Aylsworth, serving in com- 
pany F. Aylsworth was of company 
K. 


Two of them rose to positions of 


honor in the army, Aylsworth being 
promoted to the rank of Captain and 
Murphy being elevated to a lieuten- 
ant before the end of the war. 


"Remember that day when the call 


was issued?" asked Murphy at dinner. 
He was greeted by a chorus of as- 
sent, from five throats. 


"Well, I'll tell you about that day," 


he 
replied. 
"Old Man Alysworth 


passed the farm that day and said the 
call had been issued, and I knew that 
'Aylsworth kid* would try to beat rne 
to the recruiting station. But I beat 
him there all right." 


"You beat me by just ten minutes," 


broke out Aylsworth, pounding on the 
table. 


Such was the conversation during 


the entire day. Old times were talked 
over and bloodless, though exception 
ally verbose battles were fought. 


Among the relics of the campaign 


was an American flag, carried 
by 


Alysworth at Ft. Curtis July 4, 1863, 
which was torn, each rent represent- 
ing a spent rebel bullet. 


Even the menu reminded of the 


battles of long ago. Each member 
found on his plate a menu, with a flag 
and tent pitched at the top, with the 
following course:

tor of the Argus, and

if it 


wasn't true that J. L. Matthews was 


the Los Angeles Times corespondent 
in Covina, and a thorough "Times" 
man. 
Ho was assured that .Matthews 


was certainly the "Times" correspon- 
dent. 


"Well, wouldn't the people here like 


to have a paper that favored E,' T. 
Earl of the Express and Tribune, and 
one run in opposition to the "Times," 
the man asked. So, the nigger emerg- 
ed from the wood-pile.

WASHING AWAY THE LAND. 


Three Covina Men Take Trip in Auto 


to Hunting and Fishing Grounds 


in Tulare. 


A trip of 600 miles in an automobile, 


without a puncture or other mishap, 
was completed last Sunday morning 
by \V. L. Hurley, a local hardware 
man, accompanied by O. C. Willough- 
by and Milton Arm el, all of Covina. 
The trip was for the purpose of bring- 
ing down some big game, and also to 
take a look at the country in the mid- 
dle portion of the state. 


The three men .started from Covina 


on a Tuesday 
morning and 
went 


through Los Angeles to Burbank, N'ew^ 
hall and Saugus, 
through the 
San 


Franrisrniite 
canyon, 
crossing 
the 


creek 58 times in winding about this 
beautiful gorge. 
Although the roads 


through the canyon are generally 
good, they were cut up badly at this 
time because of the heavy hauling to 
the work now in progress on the Los I 
Angeles 
acqueduct. 
The 
returned 


travelers say that they would advise 
anyone taking this trip to go througTi 
Mint canyon, as it has better roads, 
although a little longer. 


The men camped the first night in 


the Teliachepi mountains. 
The next 


morning they started across the great 
Tajon ranch, a stretch of land con- 
taining 07,000 acres, one of the larg- 
est ranches in the United States, and 
probably in the world. 
The Covina 


men saw 2000 head of cattle in one 
drove, and the principal business of 
the ranch is that of stock raising. The 
road took them on to Bakersfleld and 
Delano, and on up to Porterville and 
Springvale. It is at this point that the 
famous soda springs is situated. The 
natural soda bubbles out of the ground 
strong enough to charge any bottles 
for ordinary use in a soda fountain. 
Springvale is on the Tule river, and 
the party left the auto at. this point, 
and climbed up to Nelson's camp, a 
distance of 'i'l miles. 
The Nelsons 


have 320 acres of fine timber lands, 
with about eighty acres in cultivation, 
and sixty head of burros and saddle 
horses. 
The campers found the fish 


ing very good. 
After stopping at the camp for three 
days, they went on up Freeman creek 
and camped five days in the redwood 
timber. A fallen redwood giant near 
the camp was walked ov<?r by one of 
the party, who took 180 steps from the 
base to the top, and another tree in 
the 
vicinity measured 
57 feet in 


circumference. The party got one fine 
four point deer on the trail from Nel- 
son's camp. The trip was pleasant in 
every way, and can be made easily 
by anyone in an automobile from Co- 
vina. 


Erosion of the Drainage Basin* of th« 


United States. 


Investigations by the United States 


geological surrey of the erosion of 
numerous drainage basins of the Unit- 
ed States show that the surface of the 
country is being removed at the aver- 
age rate of about an inch In 7CO years. 
Though this amount seems trivial 
when spread over the surface of the 
country, it becomes stupendous when 
considered as a total or even In sep- 
arate drainage basins. The Mississip- 
pi river, for instance, carries annually 
to the sea 130,400,000 tons of dissolved 
matter nnd 3-10,500,000 tons of sus- 
pended matter, and of this total the 
Ohio river carries 83,350,000 tons and 
the Missouri river contributes more 
than twice as much. 
The Colorado 


river, which has built up for Itself a 
vast delta, brings down more suspend- 
ed matter than any other river In the 
United States, delivering annually 387 
tons for each square mile of its drain- 
age basin or a total of 100,740,000 
tons. 


The rivers of the United States car- 


ry to tidewater every year 270,000,000 
tons of dissolved matter and 513,000,- 
000 tons of suspended matter. 
This 


total of 783,000,000 tons represents 
more than 350,000,000 cubic yards of 
rock or 610,000,000 cubic yards of sur- 
face soil. 
If this erosive action had 


been concentrated on the isthmus of 
Panama at the time of American oc- 
cupation it would have excavated the 
prism for an elghty-flve foot level ca- 
nal in about seventy-three days.

The Meeting 
Between an AmbitioiM 


Hunter and His First Grizzly. 


In "Sketches of Life In the Golden 


State" Colonel Albwt S. Evans tells 
nn amusing iinecrlote of nn ambitious 
hunter who mot his first grizzly bear 
—in procession. The Incident occurred 
In the "woods near the site of the pres- 
ent town of Monterey. 


The hunter snt down to rest In the 


shade of a tree and unwittingly went 
to sleep. When he woke It was near 
sunset, and he sat up, rubbing his 
eyes and contemplating a return to his 
hotel, several miles distant. 


Just then a rustling and crackling 


noise from a chimp of chaparral about 
100 yards away attracted his atten- 
tion. 
Out. walked a grizzly boar, a 


monarch of his kind. 
IIo yawned, 


licked his jaws and then advanced to- 
ward the tree where our hunter sat, 
but evidently was unconscious of hi? 
presence. 


His grizzly majesty had proceeded 


about twenty paces when a female 
bear followed him, and an Instant later 
a third grizzly followed her at a slow, 
shambling pace. 


The hunter sat spellbound with ter- 


ror as the procession carne toward him 
until the forward grizzly was within 
thirty yards. Then, scarcely realizing 
what he did, he sprang to his feet 
and uttered a frenzied yell—yell upon 
yell! 


The effect was magical. The fore- 


most bear sprang Into the air, turned 
sharply about, knocked the 
female 


down, rolled over her, gathered him 
self up and bolted "like forty cart loads 
of rock going down a chute" straight 
for the chaparral again, the other two 
bears close at his heels and never 
turning to see what had frightened 
them. 


The hunter, seeing the onemy re 


treating, sprang to his feet and fled 
at top speed for the hotel, leaving hal 
and gun behind. The truth of bis wild 
and startling tale was proved the next 
day by the numerous bear tracks of 
different sizes found In the marshy 
ground near by. But the three toara 
bad gone off beyond pursuit. 


Borulwaski, the Pole, Was Handsome, 


Scholarly and Witty. 


A notable dwarf, who had a long 


lea.se of life over parts of two centu- 
ries—he was ^orn iu 1703 and died In 
1&'!7—was Borulwaski, the I'ole, of 
whose debut an Interesting tale Is 
told. 
As a boy of fifteen, when he 


was just one Inch higher than a two 
foot rule, Borulwaski was presented 
to the Empress Maria Theresa, who 
was so charmed by his good looks and 
grace that she seated him on her lap 
and gave him a hearty kiss. To the 
queen's question aa to what he con- 
sidered the most Interesting sight In 
Vienna the dwarf replied, "What I 
now behold, so little a man on the lap 
of so great a lady." This speech ren- 
dered the little fellow a great favor- 
ite. 


He became a special favorite of 


Stanislaus II., who took him to Eng- 
land and Introduced him to George 
III., and for more than half a century 
Borulwaski made his home at the 
English court. 


This dwarf, who at his tallest was 


a yard and three Inches, had a sister 
whoso head Just reached her big broth- 
er's shoulders. 
Borulwaski was not 


only a handsome and courtly man, but 
a scholar of repute. lie lived In five 
reigns, and when he died, lacking only 
two years of reaching the century 
mark, he was laid to rest hi Dunham, 
side by side with the 
Falstafflan 


Stephen Kemble.

from acid and poisonous elements, 
also as a fertilizer and to make avail- 
able other fertilizers. Gypsum, quick 
lime and air-slaked are the forms of 
lime we have to do this Important 
work. Quick lime is the most econo- 
nomical form in which to use carbon- 
ate of lime. Dr. Wheeler of the gov- 
ernment says, "One ton of quick lime 
makes one and one half tons when 
slaked. You get it fresh and if you 
want to use it air-slaked throw it on 
the ground for a day or two and cul- 
tivate. 
If you water-slake it, basin 


the tree and just before irrigating, 
throw the quick lime on the ground. 
It will soon slake and soak down 


where it is needed. It Is a speedy acid 
corrector. 


Gypsum is a little slower and less 


effective on acrds but it is more ef- 
fective as a fertilizer and makes avail- 
able other fertilizers.

really priceless and impossible to rep- 
resent adequately In money values. 


Any attempt made to establish stand- 


ard fees by law is sure to work in- 
justice to the physician. The "stand- 
ard" fee would have to be much high- 
er than the average fee at present and 
there would have to be some method 
of enforcing its sure payment^ Only 
with the standard flxed, as now. by 
the ability of the wealthy is it possible 
for the poor to receive the benefits of 
the highest professional skill without 
losing their self respect—New York 
Medical Journal.
